REMARKS 



In the BPAI Decision of September 27, 2006, the Board reversed the Examiner's 
rejection of claim 6. Per the Board's reversal of the rejection of claim 6, Applicants 
assert that claim 1 is in condition for allowance as amended herein to include all the 
limitations of claim 6 and its intervening claim (claim 4). Also, in the Examiner's 
Answer of February 22, 2005, the Examiner stated that claims 7-15 would be allowable if 
rewritten in independent form including all the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claim. Claims 7 and 1 1 have been rewritten to include all such limitations. 
Accordingly, Applicants assert that claims 1-3,5 and 7-15 are in condition for allowance. 
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CONCLUSION
